low the surface, all ordinary moans of 
quenclving the fire were ineffectual.

When 
the rocks and piling were withdrawn 
and the well opened, boulders weighing 
six pounds were thrown out and a 
6 iueh stream of water raising to an al­ 
titude of 25 feet was soon running, The 
volume of the well was measured, and 
jt was found that it was flowing 86,400 
barrels, or over 2,600,000 gallons of 
Water per day.

bans. The incoming of the Sagasta 
cabinet is welcomed by the adm inistra­ 
tion, which several woeks ago was ap­ 
prehensive of a possible early disturb­ 
ance of our friendlv 
relations with 
Bpain. 
The statemeut attributed to the new 
premier that he would favor the largo.it 
measure of autouony, has directed atten­ 
tion to the past efforts toward autonomy. 
Those offered by the Conversation cab­ 
inet, und made known to the United 
States through the Spanish Minister, 
contemplated a council of adminstra- 
tion. elected in part by the Cubnus, 
which was to have au advis >ry power 
in shaping the affairs of the island. 
The objection found to this plan was 
that while it was m name autonomy, it 
did uot give real home rule, as the 
Cuban council was not to be a legisla­ 
tive 
body, 
but merely an advisory 
council. 
In contrast with this, it is said, that 
the Liberal plan of autonomy contem­ 
plates a colonial parliament or legisla­ 
ture, with final powers of law making, 
save the usual power of veto reserved iu 
all forms of constitutional government. 
This would be on the lines of the home 
rule operating in Australia and Canada. 
Iu this connection it is understood that 
the newly chosen president of the in­ 
surgents, Mendez Capote, is a man of | 
conservative tendencies, and during a 
visit to W ashington some mouths ago is 
said to have expressed views favorable 
to a close of hostilities on some fair basis 
of compromise.

— The state 
health officials are taking stem to pre­ 
vent the possible spread of yellow fever 
iu Indiana.

Secre­

keeping the disease out of Indiana.

IN Q U IS ITIV E SPARROWS. 


They M»t B ut« B»«n Hostile, bat Tbey 
Didn’t Dare Attack the Coekatno. 
There was trouble and to spare one 
day last week in a back yard on Brook­ 
lyn Heights. The cause of it was un in­ 
nocent cockatoo which hud flown away 
from home and found its way to the 
top of a tree near State street, between 
Henry street and Garden place. 
Where 
the strange bird came from there is no­ 
body to tell. 
It was first discovered 
hy the large 
and noisy colony of English sparrows 
which inhabits that vicinity. 
The first 
sparrow to see the foreigner lost no 
| time in communicating the news of its 
| discovery to its mates, and in three 
I minutes no less than 60 sparrows had 
j assembled to examine the strange visit- 
I or and exchange views about him. They 
I took places on all sides of the cockatoo 
and began a chattering which soon at- 
J tracted attention from all the neighbor 
ing windows. They hopped about from 
branch to branch, but never approach­ 
ed nearer than a yard to the puzzled 
stranger. For a time the cockatoo view ­ 
ed the conclave about him with sereni­ 
ty, but the strain became too much for 
him, and finally found expression in a 
series of tho most penetrating screeches, 
accompanied by the elevation of his 
light green plume, which had previous­ 
ly been partly concealed in his fluffy, 
snow white feathers. 
This demonstra­ 
tion added threefold to the wonderment 
and fright if the sparrows and in 
creased the volume of their chattering 
in like proportion. 
But the unwelcome foreigner soon 
found that the chattering was harm­ 
less, and that the saucy sparrows lack­ 
ed the courage to make an attack. Find­ 
ing himself surrounded on all sides by 
the little nuisances, he gradually work 
ed his way through one side of the cii 
cle and out ou the end of a branch, 
where he perched contentedly and view 
ed bis tormentors with the calmest in 
difference. 
Having found that tho in 
trader would neither take nor give o' 
fenso, the sparrows ono by one flev 
away, leaving the cockatoo to take a 
nap in peace and quiet 
M eanwhile the cat colony of the back 
yards had been aroused by the unusual 
activity of the feathered 
tribe, and 
there had been a gradual concentration 
of the feliuo forces near tbe base of the 
tree which formed tbe cockatoo's perch. 
This meant a cat fight as sure as preach­ 
ing, and it was not long b foro the hos 
tilities brake out. 
Tbeu the dogs had 
their turn, and the cats disi.ppeart d, 
but to tbe last the cockatoo sat uuraffied 
iu his feathers in the tree top.—New 
York Sun

11 Created Counldrrabl« Excitem ent In t 
University City. 
The Cambridge (England) Iudepcnd 
ent Press retells the story of the hoax 
perpetrated upon the civic nnd univcr 
sity authoritit« at Cambridge on tin 
occasion of the visit of tho late shah of 
Persia to that country. It was on Satur­ 
day, June 28, 1878, at 11 o ’clock in tho 
forenoon, that a telegram was found 
lying on the hallkeeper’s table in the 
Guildhall, 
it was directed to tho vor 
shipful the mayor of Cambridge, was 
signed by Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton 
and read as follows: 
“ H is imperial majesty the shah of 
Persia desin a to visit yi ur university 
town today en route for London by spe­ 
cial, arriving at 
Cambridge stution 
about 1:10 o ’clock. 
Be prepared with 
escort and reception as far os tim e al­ 
low .” 
Instantly everybody began tumbling 
over his follow. 
The town clerk was 
•ent for, and messages were dispatched 
to the vice chancellor, the members of 
the corporation, the volunteer officers 
and th* cook of St. Peter’s college knob- 
en. 
The vice chancellor hurried on his 
robes, the aldermen and councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned their uni­ 
forms, and the cook began to boil and 


fry-Nor were tbe general public behind­ 
hand. Flags were hung out and crowds 
gathered in the street. Dr. Cookson, the 
rice chancellor (irreverently known in 
those days as “ Dismal Jim m y” ), mad« 
his way to tho station as fast aa his dig­ 
nity would permit. The mayor, Mr. T. 
H. Naylor, and tho corporation followed 
puit. 
A guard of honor and carriage« 
¡were in waiting, and soon every body 
was fiber© except tho shah. 
Then the 
news flew round that the railway off 
eials knew nothing ©boat the special 
train, and after a brief delay it was ap­ 
parent that the whole thing was a hoax 
The perpetrators of the hoax were ncvm 
discovered, though two persons were 
afterward freely mentioned in connec­ 
tion with it. In the year of grace 1878 
the era of practical jokes was past, but 
had the authors of the shah’s visit be n 
alive iu the days of Theodore Hoo* 
they m ight have lived in literature

IN Q U IS ITIV E SPARROWS. 


l"li«y Mat H are B een H ostile, b o t TViey 
Didn’t H are A ttack th e Cockatoo. 
There was trouble and to spare one 
day last week in a back yard on Brook­ 
lyn Heights. Tho cause of it was an in­ 
nocent cockatoo which bud flown away 
from home and found its way to the 
top of a tees near State street, between 
Henry street and Gardeu place, 
Where 
the strange bird came from there is no­ 
body to tell. 
II was first discovered by the large 
and noisy colony of English sparrows 
which inhabits that vicinity. 
The first 
sparrow to see the foreigner lost no 
time in communicating the news of its 
discovery to its mates, aud in three 
minutes no loss than 50 sparrows bad 
assembled to examine the strange visit­ 
or and exchange views about him. They 
took places on all sides of the cockatoo 
and begau a chattering which soon at­ 
tracted attention from all the neighbor 
ing windows. They hopped about from 
branch to branch, but never approach­ 
ed nearer than a yard to the puzzled 
stranger. For a time the cockatoo view­ 
ed the conclave about him with sereni­ 
ty, but the strain became too much for 
him, and finally found expression in a 
series of the most penetrating screeches, 
accompanied by tho elevation of his 
light green plume, which bad previous­ 
ly been partly concealed in his fluffy, 
snow white feathers. 
This demonstra­ 
tion added threefold to the wonderment 
and fright ii the sparrows and in 
creased the volume of their chattering 
in like proportion. 
But tho unwelcome foreigner soon 
found that the chattering was harm ­ 
less, and that the saucy sparrows lack­ 
ed the courage to make an attack. Find­ 
ing himself surrounded on all sides by 
tile little nuisances, lie gradually work 
sd his way through one side of the cii 
cie aud out on the end of a branch, 
where he perched contentedly aud view 
ed his tormentors with the calmest in 
difference. 
Having found that the in 
trader would neither take nor give or 
fense, the sparrows one by one fie*,* 
away, leaving the cockatoo to take a 
nap in peace and quiet. 
Meanwhile the cat colony of the back 
yards had been aroused by the unusual 
activity of the feathered tribe, and 
there had been a gradual concentration 
of the feline forces near the base of the 
tree which formed the cockatoo's perch. 
This rneaut a catfight as sure as preach­ 
ing, aud it was not long b fort' the hos 
tilitiea brike out. 
Then the dogs had 
their torn, and the cats disappear* d, 
but to the last the cockatoo sat unruffled 
in his feathers in the tree top.—-New 
York Sun.

f t C rested C ouxldersbl* E x citem en t In t 
Un! vc reify City. 
The Cambridge (England) Indeptnd 
ant Press retells the story of the hoax 
perpetrated upon the civic and univer­ 
sity authorities at Cambridge on tilt 
occasion of the visit of the late shah of 
Persia to that country. It was on Satur­ 
day, June 28, 1878, at l l o’clock in the 
forenoon, that a telegram was found 
lying on the hallkeeper’s table in th* 
Guildhall. It was directed to tho wor 
shipful the mayor of Cambridge, wan 
signed by Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton 
and read as follows: 
“ His imperial majesty the shah of 
Persia desire s to visit your university 
town today en route for London by spe­ 
cial, arriving at Cambridge station 
•bout 1:10 o'clock. 
Bo prepared with 
escort aud reception as far os tim e al­ 
low ." 
Instantly everybody began tumbling 
over his fellow. 
The town clerk wa: 
sent for, and messages were dispatched 
to the vice chancellor, tho members of 
the corporation, the volunteer officers 
and the cook of St. Peter's college kb cb- 
en. The vice chancellor hurried on his 
robes, the aldermen and councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned their uni­ 
forms, and the cook began to boil aul 
try 
Nor were the general publio horned- 
hand. Flags were hung out and crowds 
gathered in the street. Dr. Cookson, the 
vice chancellor (irreverently known in 
those days as "Dism al Jim m y’’), mads 
his way to tho station asfast as his dig­ 
nity would permit. The mayor, Mr. T. 
U. Naylor, and tho corporation followed 
Suit. 
A guard of honor sud carriages 
yr ere in waiting, and soon everybody 
was $h« re except tho shah. 
Then the 
news flew round that Hie railway off 
cials knew nothing about the special 
train, aud after a brief delay it was ap 
purenr that the whole thing was a hoax. 
The perpetrators of the boa* were ©eve* 
discovered, though two persons wore 
afterward freely mentioned in. connec­ 
tion w ith i t In the year oI grace J878 
the era of practical jokes was past, but 
bad the authors cif tho shah's visit be* u 
alive in the days cf Theodore Hook 
they m ight have lived in literature
